Greenville, S. C., August 7, 1 a. m.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—At midnight Greenville is on the 


verge of a race riot and excitement is 


high. A negro shot into the heuse of a 


white operative at the Poe mill and the” 


operatives had him arrested. The negroes 
heard he was to be lynched and began to 
gather in large numbers to protect the 
shooter. In turn the whites got together 
and there has been for several hours des- 
ultory firing between the two crowds. 
The chief of police and deputy sheriff are 
on the scene and the sheriff is collecting 
a posse to re-enforce them. Squads of ne- 
groes are scattered over town and have 
held up white men going in the direction 
of the mill village, which is about two 
miles from the center of the city. 
White Men on Their Guard. 

The whites are not so easily reached 
as the blacks, and hence the negroes are 
in the majority, but the white men are 
determined, The central residence portion 
is practically unprotected and yet the 
negroes in small gangs can be seen in 
this section ready for trouble. The more 
conservative negroes advise caution, but 
are not likely to be heeded. Where the 
negro is who started the row is not 
known. Some say he is in jail; others that 
white operatives have him tn the mixing 
room of the Greenville fertilizer factory, 
near the Poe mill, and the negroes think 
it is the fntention to lynch the darky; 
that is, if he is still living. 

The situation is critical. There has 
been no trouble between the races in this 
state since the Phoen!x election last No- 
vember, but recent events have doubtless 
led the negroes on. R. R. Tolbert’s Wash- 
ington interview in The Constitution Sat- 
urday has been read here. It was in 
Greenville that the interview Tolbert re- 
pudiates was given to a reporter. Tol- 
bert’s brother precipitated the riot at 
Phoenix. 

Then the appointment of a negro post- 
master at Florence has set the negroes to 
thinking. Today’s paper containing the 
account of Miss Jewett's adoption of the 
postmaster’s family was read with great 
interest. The negroes were In a state of 
preparedness for asserting themselves and 
the filmsiest of excuses was seized upon 
for a row. 

There is no more determined man in the 
country than Perry Gilreath, who has 
been sheriff of Greenville county since the 
dark days of 1876, and when at midnight 
he took charge, confidence was felt. 

Fired Into a Residence. 

There has been no firing here in the last 
few minutes in the direction of the mill 
village, but that portion of the town is 
badly lighted and ambushes are easy, 

In the heart of the city, the residence of 
@ prominent citizen was fired into early 
in the evening, but no one was hurt; no 
other disorder has occurred, however, in 
town, but the negroes are being watched, 
although most of the meg who are awake | 
have gone to the mills, and the town 1s 
left without sufficient protection. Every 
weapon is loaded and. ready for use. Un- 
less the negroes give up their intention

The negro who fired into the operati@’s 
house is guarded at the jail and there !s 
no danger of getting him. He wounded a 
young white man with whom he had had 
trouble, but the nature of the wound is 
not known. 

The locality where the riot began ts a 
mill community, the Poe and Sam@gson 
cotton milis being situated on each side 
of the railroad and the mill population 
numbers 1,000 or more.

His Victim Was a Child of Thirteen 
Years, Whose Head Was Al- 
most Severed. 


Washington, August 6.—A hoerible mur- 
der was committed today in the northern 
section of the city. The murderer was 
Benjamin H. Snell, a spectal examiner 
in the pension office, a man ahout forty- 
five years of age. The murderer is a 
native of Vermont, and at one time was 
employed in a bank at Montgomery, Ala. 
He has a wife and two children. 

His victim was Liza Weilssenberger, a 
girl thirteen years of age, who had been 
employed in his household until a few 
months ago, when she was taken home 
by her parents, who hecame suspicious of 
Snell’s conduct toward her. Snell seem- 
ed to be infatuated with the child and 
pald her a great deal of attention, which, 
however, she resented. This morning 
Snell went to his victim's house and en- 
tering the room where the girl was sleep- 
ing bent over and drew her from the bed. 
Twisting one hand in the girl's hale and 
throwing back her head, Snell drew a ra- 
zor from his hip pocket and swept it 
across her throat. Twice he slashed her 
throat and once he missed, cutting a 
gr at piece of flesh from her cheek. The 
head was almost severed from the body, 
and both murderer and his victim were 
drenched with blood, Attracted by the 
child’s screams, the mother ran to the 
rescue, and was badly slash $1 on the 
arm.

Havena, August 6.—~A leading merchant,

ing Cuban affairs, said today that univer- 
sal suffrage in Cuba would mean a black 
reputlic in the near future, and that the 
only means of preventing # will be the 
Incorporation of the island as A posses- 
sion of the United States, as a state, ter- 
ritory or colony, leading to American 
immigration, inter-marriage, the enrich- 
ment of insular blood and the improve- 
ment of the population. In his judg- 
ment Cuba {s otherwise doomed to be- 
come another Hayt!. 

His assertions are based on the fact 
that in a population not exceeding 1,250,- 
000, with a voting capacity of 490,000, the 
Spaniards number only 50,000, the white 
Cubans 125,000, those claiming to be white 
25,00, while the blacks number 200,900 In 
voting strength. His theory is that more 
than half of the Spaniards, undee a sys- 
tem of universal suffrage, would not 
vote and that the number who would 
vote must inevitably diminish each year. 
The Cubans who will no longer have the 
fresh blood of the Spanish immigration 
to draw on; will gradually grow fewer, 
while on the other hand the blacks, who 
thrive in this climate, are big, strong and 
healthy, will increase at a rapid rate. The 
result will be. he believes, that in fifty 
years there will be more than 2,000,000 ne- 
groes in the {sland and less than 250,000 
others. 

“Even in the first election,” he declares, 
“the blacks would carry everything their 
own way if they knew their strength.”

General Ludlow, the military governor, 
points out that the Havana police force 
was organized mainly from officers snd 
men of the Cuban army, who actaully 
took part in the revolution, and that ro 
one should expect a ‘‘complete body of 
angels’’ immediately. He says he is quite 
aware of the necessity of a weeding cut 
rrocess, but he considers General Car- 
denas the right man in the right place.

Immedi- 
ately after his arrival at the scene he 
made a thorough inspection of the tracks 
and trestle and could see nothing wrong 
and cars were running over the trestle as 
usual soon afterwards. He denied that 
the cars were being run at a high rate of 
speed and claimed that every possible 
+ precaution had been taken to prevent ac- 
cidents. 

One theory advanced is that faulty con- 
struction was responsible for the accli- 
dent. At the point where the cars leave 
the road for the trestle it is alleged that 
the rails had sunk a little and though 
the forward trucks took the rails all 
right, the rear trucks did not connect and 
jumped the track, which caused the for- 
ward trucks to also leave the iron. It is 
believed that if proper guard rails had 
been placed on the trestle the car would 
have been prevented from toppling over. 

All of the persons killed sustained frarc- 
tured skulls. William Jeley, of Bridge- 
port, who was in company with Miss Far- 
rell, escaped death by jumping from the 
car as he felt it swaying to the flats be- 
low. Soon afterwards the car toppled over 
He sustained a severe shock, but was 
otherwise uninjured. He stated tonight 
that the car was not running unusually 
fast, but that the car was swaying con- 
siderably when it struck the trestle, and 
he realized the danger and knew his 
only safety was in jumping. 

It has been ascertained that forty fares 
were registered, and these with the young 
children that did not have to pay, the 
motorman and conductor and an extra 
motorman, who was being taught, make 
the probable number on the car forty- 
seven.

The Popularity of ‘“‘Uncle George.”’ 

Every citizen of the United States 
should feel proud of the honors and at- 
tentions which have been showered on 
Admiral George Dewey in his voyage 
from the seene of his magnificent 
achievements to the land of his birth. 
Seldom in the history of nations has 
one Iman been accorded such a series 
of ovations as those tendered the hero 
of Manila, the spontaneity and gen- 
uineness of which are their leading 
features. 

When Dewey sailed from Hong 
Kong with orders to destroy or disable 
the formidable Spanish fleet cruising 
in Philippine waters he was compara- 
tively an unknown man. To be sufe, 
his name was on the naval roster and 
many stories had been told of his 
prowess in the service of the govern- 
ment. But to the world at large he 
was only “Commodore Dewey,” in 
command of an American fleet, and his 
bravery and skill as far as the naval 
experts of other countries were con- 
cerned, were unknown quantities. Thén 
came the glorious victory which 
startled the world, and which an- 
nounced to all men that the new Amer- 
ican nation had found a man who eould 
cope with difficult circumstances and 
bring glory where defeat seemed the 
logical sequence. 

The world knew, too, that this sin- 
gle act of Dewey's had practically de- 
cided the war, and to the wise gener- 
alship of the admiral is due in a large 
manner the friendly attitude of the 
continental nations throughout the 
duration of the struggle just terminat- 
ed. His greatness has reflected cred- 
it upon all the United States, and he 
has made his name synonymous with 
that of America and American pluck 
and daring enterprise.

Committee a Unit in the Belief That 
the Time Has Arrived When

The committee on eleotric and other 
railways will take up again at 9 o'clock 
this morning the discussion of the solu- 
tion of the problem presented to it by 
reason of the difference in the wording 
of the grants made by council at various 
tires to street railway corporations. 

I: is the earnest desire of the members 
of the committee to deal fairly by all 
corporations asking for franchises, and 
at the same time to initiate an ordinance 
through which the city will secure an 
income—small at first—that will gradual- 
ly assumé worthy proportions. 

The committee members are a unit on 
the opinion that the times are so en- 
lightened today that the proposal to give 
away franchises is a part of ancient mu- 
nicipal management. Still, in taking this 
new step, the committee desires not to 
place at a disadvantage the new appli- 
cants for franchises. The members cf 
the committee believe that the Consoll- 
dated and Atlanta Street Railway com- 
panies are amply able to pay a percent- 
age of their gross incomes to the city 
in small acknowledgment of franchises 
estimated by their possessors to be worth 
nearly $3,000,000, 

To claim a large percentage of the 
Collins Park line's gross income and 
leave existing roads untouched, or only 
partially called on, is not to the com- 
mittee’s liking. In the general ordi- 
nance that City Attorney Anderson will 
draw, special portions of it will! seek to 
bring as much as possible of the present 
lines under it and so arrange that in 
the future the entire existing systems 
will pay their proper toll for value 1e- 
ceived in franchises. 

In the matter of the franchise appli- 
cations of the Collins Park line, ‘t is 
safe to assume that with the single 
exception of the line along Currier street 
every street desired by the new line 
will be given it; provided, the city is to 
Secure something in return—in this in- 
Stance a@ small per cent of the gross in- 
come of the road. 

The members of the committee—Messrs. 
Burns, Ricé* Mayson, LaHatte and 
Thomson—have proceeded with delibera- 
tion. The sessions of the committee have 
been free from bickerings, and all argu- 
ments that have occurred have been of 
the friendly nature of men with 
same end in view—the enactment of an 
ordinance that puts the eity where they 
all contend it should have been placed 
long ago: Where she shall not give away 
her valuables.

VICTIM IN THE HOSPITAL 


Prisoner Says He Still Intends To 
Kill Tom Sutton—Tried To Do 
So Three Times. 


Detectives Wootten, Harris and Steint, 
and Patrolman J. W. Todd captured Jolin 
Curry, a negro, who has been wanted for 
several weeks for trying to murder Tom 
Sutton, a negro shoemaker, with an ax. 

Curry, from his own statement, has 
had a vendetta against Sutton for many 
years. The feud started between their 
families just after the war, and it was 
renewed when Sutton began to visit 
Curry’s discarded wife. Curry did not 
want the woman himself, but he vowed 
a vow that no Sutton should ever have 
her. 

A year ago Curry shot three times at 
Sutton with a ptstol, and missed his 
aim. He was arrested and got off 
through a technicality in the bill of in- 
dictment. 

Six months ago he tried to beat Sut- 
ton to death with a club, and was sen- 
tenced to a month in the chaingang. 

Three or four weeks ago Sutton went 
to see Curry's wife on a Saturday night, 
and was sitting in the back yard eating 
watermelon when Curry slipped up on 
him and began to cut him with an ax. 

Sutton’s head was split open to the 
brain in two places, and he was cut in 
several places about the body. He is 
still at the Grady hospital. 

Curry left the city and returned a few 
nights ago. To an officer-he said, just 
after his arrest: 

“If you had given me another week I 
would have had a murder case against 
me, for I sure mean to kill that nigger. 
He has been going to see my wife, and I 
have warned him to stay away from that 
house.” 

Curry will be tried for an assault with 
intent to murder, and he will probably 
spend several years where vendettas have 
time to cool down a little.

prise was caused when Chairman W. §. 
Thomson announced to the committee 
that the officers of the Atlanta Railway 
and Power Company had thought it beat 
not to bid on the city lighting at the 
present time. 

In a letter to the committee, President 
Woodruff, of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, stated that on account 
of the injunction suit brought against his 
company by the state, now awaiting a 
hearing in court, and pending the appli- 
cation of the road for city franchises, 
no bid would be submitted. Following is 
the letter from President Woodruff, re- 
ceived by the committee Saturday:

TO SYDNEY GLENN 


His Arm Was Tora from His Body by 
a Cooling Fan. 


IS A SON OF REV. W. F. GLENN 


Accident Occurred at Plant of Atlan- 
ta Railway and Power Company. 


FAN WAS RUNNING AT HIGH RATE OF SPEED 


He Thinks He Stumblei and Thrust 
His Arm Against the Fan—lIs 
Resting Well. 


Sydney Glenn, the sixteen-year-old son 
of Rev. W. F. Glenn, met with a most 
pecullar accident Baturday afternoon at 
the plant of the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company, by which he was maim- 
ed for life. 

Young Glenn was working during the 
summer for the company.

fruit dots of this fern are on the leaves 
at the ends of the veins, borne upon the 
inner side of a reflexed portion of the 
margin. The long, wiry stems of the 
tall fronds, from one to two feet high, 
are dark polished madder-brown ig color. 
The little leaflets ar@vexceedingly dainty 
and delicate, and the branches spread 
horizontally exactly as one would spread 
the fingers of one’s hand. 


The oddest fern of them all is the Hart- | 


ford fern (Lygodium palmatum), a climb- 
ing character searcely less dainty than 
the maidenhair species. Its color is pale 
green, and its little leaf is spread out as 
the fingers of a baby hand. The tiny 
little leaflets or frondlets are in pairs, 
and are of the usual cinnamon-brown 
color. This is a rare local fern, common 
in the vicinity of ‘Hartford, Conn., found 
in shady woods or tangled among the 
plants in some woodland opening. 

Still other odd children of the wood pass 
by the name of Lycopodium. They are 
truly children in one sense, for they all 
creep! The common name for this curious 
little group is the eclub-moss family. I 
suspect the Virginia deer, if he could 
talk might tell us more about the ever- 
green Lycopodiums than the botanist; 
certainly he is very partial to them as a 
winter diet, and probably knows the dis- 
tinct flator of each species. There are 
three of them which are quite common in

our northern woods, where they may be 
found trailing along the ground, in and 
out among the roots of the evergreen 
trees and dead pine needles. One of the 
commonest species is called ground pine 
(Lycopodium obscurum): it grows in the 
moist woods north, The foliage is dark 
green, shiny, and the tiny scales are 
sharp pointed. In appearance the plant 
resembles a minature hemlock, about five. 
or eight inches tall. The little perpendic- 
ular fruiting spikes, at first green and 
finally pale brown or yellowish, stand at 
the top of .the plant. The horizontal 
creeping stem is about four feet long or 
less. 

Club moss (Lycopodium clavatum) is 
another common species. In shape the 
plant would suggest the general appear- 
ance of branching coral, but a vegetable 
coral of light green tint, and soft to the 
touch. It is found in dry woods, and is 
especially valued as a Christmas green. 
The running stem is leafy and about six 
or seven feet long. Throughout the 
White mountain region it is very common 
in worn out pasture lands where young 
larches, pines and firs promise a future
